Authorize the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s 
Treasury to compound the Public Debt and 
Interest due by the Limerick Harbour Com- 
missioners, and to make Arrangements for the 
Payment of the Amount for which such Debt 
is to be compounded; and for the Transfer of 
Wellesley Bridge in the City of Limerick to 
the Commissioners of Public Works ; and for 
other Purposes. 



’"IIEllEAS, with the Consent and Approbation of the Lords Preambli-. 
Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury of the United 
Kinn-dom of Great Britain and Ireland (hcrem-after called 
tho Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury”), the late Loan Oom- 
B missioners for the Advance of Money out of the Consolidated Eund, 
pursuant to the Act of the Eifty-seventh of George the Third, Chapter 
Thirty-four, and Acts amending same, for the Encouragement by 
way of Loan of Public Works in Great Britain and Ireland, and 
the Commissioners of Pubho Works in Ireland (heroin-after called 
10 “the Commissioners of Public Works”), have at various Periods 
[Bill 176.] A since 
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since the Tear One thousand eight hundicd and twcnty-ibiir 
adyanced out of the Consolidated Pund, under Iht) Authority of the 
Acts (Puhlic) of the Thh’d of George the IHiird, Chapter One 
hundred and twelve, the Pifty-sovoTith of Georges tlu‘, 'Jlliird, Chapter 
Thirty-four, and Phst and Second of William tliciPourth, Cliapter 5 
Thirty-three, divers Stuns of Money, amounting in, the whohi to 
the Sum of One hundred and seventy-nine tlioiisand threes Imnclred 
and eighty-four Pounds Twelve Shillings atid PoLir])enco, to the 
Limerick Bridge Commissioners, and their Sueeossoi-s, the Limerick 
Harbour Commissioners, who were from Time to Time respectively 10 
authorized to horrow Money under the Powers of the Acts (Puhlic 
and Local) of the Pourth of George tlie Pourtli, Cliapter Ninety- 
four, Pourth and Pifth of William the Poiuth, Chapter Eighty- 
four, and Tenth and Eleventh Tears of Her Majesty, Chapter 
One hundred and ninety-eight, (hercin-aftor called the recited 15 
Acts,) for the Purpose of erecting a Bridgi; at Limerick called 
“Wellesley Bridge,” and of forming certain floating and other 
Locks and Works for the Improvement of the Port of Limerick, 
and such Sums were advanced from Time to Time on tlio Security 
of certain Indentures of Mortgage of the Hates and Luties autho- 20 
rized to be levied from Time to Time in the I'orl. (jf LiuKu-iek, and 
on the Tolls levied fr'om Time to Time on W<ill<5sley Bridge, under 
the Power’s of the recital Acts or some of tlunu : 

And whereas that Portion of the said Siun of Ojie liumlred and 
seventy-nine thousand three hundred and eighty-four Pounds ^'wel vc 20 
Shillings and Pourpence advanced hy the late Loan CoTumissione-rs 
was afterwards transferred to and became vested in tiio Commissiomu’s 
of Public Works, under and by virtue of the Provisions of the A(jt of 
the Ph’st and Second of William tl\e Pouith, Chapter Thirty-three : 

And whereas there is a Sum of IVo hundred and thirty thousand 30 
Pounds and upwards remaining due to the Conmiissionors of' !I.^iihIi(5 
Works in respect of such Advances, ineludiiig Interest, (after 
deducting the Payments annually mafic in res]ic(;t of Prineijial 
and Interest,) and the said Commissioners of Pulilic Woiks arc 
now and have been for some Y ears in possession [is Mortg[tge<fs of 35 
the Tolls, Bates, and Duties levied in the said Harbour, to seciufi 
the Payment of the Debt and Interest duo thereon : 

And whereas Wellesley Bridge has been for some Years completed, 
and opened for public Traffic, by means of a Part of the Piincipal 
Money so advanced out of the Consolidated Pund, and the Commis- 40 
sioners of Puhlic Works, as Mortgagees, are in possession of the 
Tolls annually taken thereon : 

And whereas the Tolls, Bates, and Duties heretofore payable in 
respect of the said Bridge, and imposed on the said Port and 
Harbour of Limerick, have not only proved insufficient to pay the d5 

Principal 
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Principal and Inlcrest of the said Debts respectively, but bavo 
prejudiced the Development of the Trade and Commerce of tbe 
said Port a,nd Harbour : 

And u'^liercas it is expedient to relieve the said Port and Harbour 
5 from a ;i.\)rtIon of tlio said Debt, so as to enable tbe said Port to 
compct<^ Avlib rival Ports on more favourable Terms, and for that 
Purpos(', to enabb? the Commissioiiers of Her Majesty’s Treasury to 
compound tbe said Debt : 

Ami \vber(!:is tbe Dimcrick Harbom' Commissioners have applied 
10 for an Act (tlic Short Title of wliiob is “ Tbe Limerick Harboiu’ Act, 
1807,”) to authorize them to levy certain Tolls, Harbour Hates, and 
Duties in lieu of the Tolls, Hates, and Duties heretofore authorized, 
so as to provide sufficient Means (after Charges for Maintenance, as 
licrciu-aftcr mentioned,) to secure tbe Payment of tbe Aimuity by 
15 this Act authorized, and also to alter tbe Constitution of then* 
Dody, and for other Piuposes ; but such Powers are not to be put 
into force until this Act comes into operation : 

Be it tbcrcror(5 enacted by tlio Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of tbe Lords Spiritual and 
20 '.I’emporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by tb(', AutboiHty of tbo same, as follows : 

1. This Act may be cited for aU Purposes as “Tbe Limerick 
Harbour (Composition of Debt) Act, 1867/' 

2. Act shall commence and take effect from and imme- 
26 diatoly aft(!r the passing of the same. 

3. Xu this Act — 

'J.'lu', Term “ i;b(.^ Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasmy ” 
moana 1;bo Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasmy of 
i,lui lJmi;cd Kingdom of Croat Britain and L-eland for tbe 
30 Time being: 

The Terms “ ilio Limerick Harbom’ Commissioners ” and “ tbe 
Harbour Commissioners” mean tbe Limerick Harbom: Com- 
missioners heretofore elected and appointed, and then Succes- 
sors, wlicn from Time to Time elected and appointed nnder tbe 
86 said Limerick Harbour Act, 1867 : 

Tbe Tc]*m “ Commissioners of Public "Works ” moms tbe Com- 
missioners of Public Works in Ireland for tbe Time being : 

The Term “Harbour Hates” includes all Hates and Duties 
leviable from Time to Time in tbe Port and Harbour of 
40 Limerick under “ Tbe Limerick Harbour Act, 1867. 

[176.] A 2 
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4. It sliaU be lawful for tlio Commissioners of Her Majesty’s 
Treasury, by any Deed or Instrument to bo executed at any Time 
after the passing of tbis Act, under tlic Hands of any Two or more 
of such Commissioners, and under the Common Seal of tbo 
Limerick Harbour Commissioners, to comj)Ound the said several 5 
Debts due by the Limerick Harbour Commissionci*s, as follows ; 
tnz., that the Debt due and owing in respect of tbo Sums advanced 
from Time to Time as aforesaid shall bo assmnod to l)c and shall 
be taken at the Sum of Sixty-fi.TC thousand Pounxls, and tlic same 
shall he recorded in the Poim in Scliedulo B. to this Act annexed. lO 

5. Of the said Sum of Sixty-five thousand Pounds, the Sum of 
Pifty-five thousand Pounds, deducting therefrom any Sum wliich 
may have accrued from Harbour Dues after paying Maintenance 
and other Charges connected with the Harbom* after the Pirst Day 

of July One thousand eight hundred and sixty-six, slmll ho paid to 15 
the Commissioners of Pubhc Works by an Annuity or annual 
Pentcharge calculated at the Pate of 4'0729 per Centum Principal 
and Interest, the same to be paid by lialf-yearly Instalments, for a 
Period of Pifty Years, on every Piist Day of May and Pirst Day of 
November in each Year, commencing on llic Pirst Day of May Ojto 20 
thousand eight hundred and sixty-eight, the said Annuity to be in 
the Porra, as near as may be, in Schedule A. to this A<;t aniuixcd, 
and to he chargeable and charged upon the Harbour Tolls, Pates, 
and Duties, and upon all Lands and Property of tbo Harbour Com- 
missioners, and the remaining Sum of Ten thousand Pounds shall 25 
be a Pirst Charge upon Wellesley Bridge at Tlireo and a (iuartcr 
per Centum per Annum, as hercin-aftcr mentioned : Provided 
always, that it shall be lawful for the Commissioners of Public 
Works, out of the Money in their Hands received or to be received 
in respect of the Harbour Pates on account of the Limcriclc 30 
Harbom' Commissioners from the Date of the last Payment inix) the 
Exchequer, to pay to tlic Harbour Coinraissioncrs tlio Sujn of One 
thousand five hundred Pounds, to be applied by tbeni to the Pur- 
poses of tbis Act and “The Limerick Harbour Act, 1867.” 

6. In addition to the Clauses and Provisions hcrcin-aftor im- 35 
posed, there shall and may he contained in such Deed or 
Instrument, to be executed as aforesaid, such additional Terms, 
Conditions, and Agreements as the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s 
Treasury may tliink proper to require and insert therein, and such 
Terms, Conditions, and Agreements so inserted in such Deed shall 40 
have the same Effect, to all Intents and Purposes, as if the same 
had been contained in this Act. 



7. The 
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7. Tlic said Bridge called 'Wellesley Bridge, together with 
the Tolls payable thereout, shall bo Tested in the Commissioners of 
1‘uhiio "Works and their Successors, Commissioners for the Time 
being ; and the Tolls and Beceipts of the said Bridge, by tins or any 

6 other Act authorized, shall he apiplied by the said Commissioners, 
in the first instance, in defraying the necessary Costs of Collection 
thereof, the Costs of the Maintenance and Bepairs and Approaches 
tlicrch), tlic Climgcs and Maintenance of the SwiTcl Bridge 
connected therewith, also Lighting and such other Expenses as the 
10 said Commissioners may think necessary and requisite to incur; 
secondly, in paying Interest on the said Sum of Ten thousand 
Pounds, at the Bate of Three and a Quarter per Centum per Annum, 
at such Times and in such Instalments as the said Commissioners 
shall from Time to Time appoint and direct; and, thirdly, the 
16 Balance or Orerplus (if any) from Time to Time to be apprlied as it 
may accrue in Beduction of the said Principal Sum of Ten thousand 
Pounds. 

8. Prom and after the passing of this Act, there shall be paid, for 
the Use of the Commissioners of Puhho 'Works, in the Nature 

20 of Tolls, hoforo any Passage over the said Bridge shall be permitted, 
any Sum which the said Commissioners of Puhlio Works shall 
direct, arot exceeding the Tolls in Schedule 0. to this Act annexed, 
being the Tolls pn-ovided by tbo Act of the Tenth and Eleventh 
Victoria, Chapter One hnndrcd and ninety-seven. 

26 9. It shall be lawful for the Commissioners of Puhlio Works, 

with the S.anotion of the Commissioners of the Treasury, at any 
Time to sell, transfer, and dispose of the said Bridge, Approaches, 
and Swivel Bridge to any Grand Jury or Grand Juries, or any other 
public Body or Bodies, at and for the said Sum of Ten thousand 
30 Pounds, or any Balance of the said Sum wliioh may remain due in 
respect thereof at the Time of such Sale, it being provided that on 
snch Sale, Transfer, or Disposition being made the said Bridge shall 
ho Toll-free to the Puhlio, and that Provision shall be made for 
the future due and proper Maintenance of the said Bridge and 
35 Approaches thereto, and the Swivel Bridge, in snob Manner as may 
be reepuirod by the said Commissioners of the Treasury. 

10. It shall be lawful for the said Commissioners of Pubhe 
Works from Time to Time, so long as the said Sum of Ten 
thousand Pounds, and the Interest thereon, or any Part of either, 
40 remain due and owing, to demise or let the ToUs and Bates of the 
said Bridge, subject to such Conditions and Eestriotions as the said 
Commissionei's may approve.

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11 , Prom and after tlie Payment of the said Sum of Ten tlioiisand 
Pounds, and Interest thereon, by sncli. Instalments as nforesnid, or 
otherwise, and wben and so soon as Provision sliall be made, to the 
Satisfaction of tbe Commissioners of Public; Works, for tlio diui and 
proper Maintenance of the said Bridge and Approacibes, and Swivel 5 
Bridge, the said Bridge shall be Toll-free to the iPublic, and bo 
vested in such Grand Jury or Grand Juries, or other public. Body 
or Bodies, so purchasing as aforesaid; and in the; cvciiit of those 
Bodies declining to talce the said Bridge them the said Tolls and 
Bates shall continue to be payable, and tlic said Conmiissioncrs 10 
of Public Works shall he antliorized to deinand and receive the 
same. 



12. Prom and after the Bate of the Execution of such Bced or 
Instrument by this Act authorized, the Thirty-fourth, Thii’l.y-ilfth, 
Thirty-sixth, Thirty-seventh, and Thirty-eighth Sections of the Act 16 
of the Pourth of George the Ponrtli, Chapter Ninoty-fbur, and tlic 
Eleventh and Twenty-first Sections of the Act of the Pourth and 
Pifth of William the Pourth, Chapter Eiglity-foar, and the 
Tenth, Eleventh, Twelfth, Nineteenth, Twentieth, Twenty-tliird, 
Twenth-fifth, and Twenty-ninth Sections of the Act of the 'J'enth, 20: 
and Eleventh Victoria, Chapter One hundred and nii:icty-ciglit, shall 

he and the same are hereby repealed. 

13 . It shall he lawful for the Public Works Loan Commissioners, 
after the Execution of the said Bced or Instrument, at any Time 

to lend to the Harbour Commissioners any Sum oi;‘ Money, not 25: 
exceeding Twenty thousand Pounds, out of the Monies pla(;cd at 
their Bisposal under the Second Section of the Act of tlu; lV«;nty- 
ninth and Thirtieth Victoria, Chapter Seventy -two, by way of An- 
nuity or otherwise, in accordance vith the Provisions of the Har- 
bours and Passing Tolls Act, 1861,” for the Purpose of enabling 30 
the Harbom* Commissioners to improve the said Pori:, and to 
construct a Graving Bock therein on any Land belonging to the 
said Harbour Commissioners situate in the said Port, and it 
shall he lawful for the Harbom’ Commissioners to make such Im- 
provements in the said Port, and to construct such Bock, and to 35 
take Land by Agreement for that Purpose : Provided that Working 
Plans and Sections and Estimates of such Improvements nnd 
Graving Bock shall previously to commencing the same have been 
submitted to the Board of Trade, and on the said Board granting a 
Certificate in Writing, from Time to Time, under the Hands of One 40 
of their Secretaries, that such Improvements and Graving Bock, 
or any or either of them, are properly devised, and that tlio Estimate 
of Expense is sufficient for the same, the Public Works Loan Com- 
missioners 
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ml.SfjloRors may advance to the Harbom* Commissioners the Sums 
slat(!(l in such Ccidilicatos rospcotivelyj not exceeding in the whole 
th<} Sum ot Twenty thousand Pounds, and such Sum or Sums so 
advari(;(^l iVom Time to Time, or the Annuity or Annuities granted 
6 ibr the same, shall be a Pixst Charge on the Harbour Hates autho- 
rised to 1)0 l.evio<l in tbe Port of Limerick ■under the “ Limerick 
Harbour Act, 18G7,” in priority to the said Annuity payable in 
ros])cct of tlic said Sum of Pifly-five thousand Pounds or other less 
Sum as aforesaid.

seventy-nine Pounds Nine Shillings and One Penny is due to Sir p 

Thomjts Deane, eoimeotcd -with Works executed by liim in respect 
of the Improvement of the Port of Limerick, -which Debt stands in 
priority of 1:he said Charge of Two hundred and tliii-ty thousand 
15 Pounds upon the Harbour Hates; but, notmthstanding such Priority, 

Payments liave been made to Her Majesty’s Exchequer in reduction 
of the Public Debt : And whereas, without discharging the Debt so 
duo to the said Sir niomas Deane, the Annuities hereby made 
cliargeal)lc upon the Hai'boin* Tolls, Hates, and Dues, and upon all 
20 Liiul and Pvopt?vty of the Haii)onr Commissioners, could not in Equity 
form tlu^ Pirsi Cl iavgeupon the same, it shall therefore be lawful for 
tbe said Public Works Loan Commissioners, and they are hereby 
em])ow<n’e(l, iniulditiontotiie said Snm of Twenty thousand. Pounds, 
anti subjt;el: t;o tlui same Conditions in regard to Hcpajmicnt, to 
25 lend to the said Harbour Commissioners, mider the Powers of the 
Inst^menli'ontal Act, a Sum not exceeding Three thousand seven

15. If Default shall bo mado in Payment of the said fii’st-meu- ProccetJlu?.^ 
tionod Aiuudty or Hoitcliarge as hercin-bcforc pro-vdded, it shall he 
lawftd for the Oomimssiouers of Public Works to proceed for the He- 
covery thereof by aU or any of the Means provided for the Hecovery 
35 of Loans or Advances made by tlie said Commissioners of Public 
Works, under the Act of the Pirst cand Second of William the 
Eourth, Chapter Thirty-three, entitled '' An Act for the Extension 
“ and Promotion of Public Works in Leland,” in like Manner 
in all respects as if the said Tolls, Hates, Duties, or other the 
40 Premises charged and chargeable -with the Payment of the said 
Annuity or Pvientehargc had been transferred to the said Commis- 
sioners of Public Works by way of Mortgage, and in order to secure 
the Payment of the said Annuity or Hentchaige.

Ireland, upon the Application hy Petition in a sinmnary Way hy 
the said Commissioners of Public Works, to appoint a llt'.ceiver of 
all the said Tolls, Kates, and Duties, and of tlio llont,s tmd Profits 
of all other Premises chargeable with the said fu’st-mentioued 6 
Annuity or Kentcharge; and any such llccciver so appointed as 
aforesaid shall possess all the Powers of the said Harbour Oomniis- 
sioners, or of any Collector appointed by them, for tlic Purpose of 
collecting and recovering the said Tolls, Kates, and Duiics ; and 
such Keceiver shall and may he continued in such Keceipt until 10 
all AiTears of such Annuity or Kcntchargc, and all accruing Gales 
thereof, and all Costs incidental to the Appointment of such 
Keceiver, shall be fully paid. 

17. It shall be lawful for the said Commissioners of Public 
Works, out of the said Tolls, Kates, and Duties, to roimhursc them- IB 
selves for all Costs, Charges, and Expenses winch may be lawfully 
sustained by them, or any Officer or Servants employed by them, in 
the Execution of this Act. 

18. This Act shall be a Public Act, and sliall bo judicially taken 

notice of. 20

For eveiy Score of Oxen or Neat Cattle, tho Sum of One Shilling and Six- 
pence, and so in proportion for any greater, or less Number. 

For every Score of Calves, Sheep, Goats, Lambs, or S'vvinc, the Sum of 
Fivepence, and so in proportion for any greater or leas Number. 15 

For Six or more Horses or other Beasts of Dmught drawing any Coach, 
Chariot, Landau, Berlin, Chaise, Calash, Curricle, Chair, Caravan, Hearse, 
Litter, or other such Carriage, the Sum of One Shilling and Tenpence. 

For Thi-ee, Four, or Five Horses or other Boasts of .Drauglit drawing any 
such Carriage, tlie Sum of One Shilling and Four])enee. ' 20 

For Two Homes or other Beasts of Draught drawing any sucli Cai.Tiage, 
the Sum of Elevenpence. 

For One Horse or other Beast of Draught dauwing any uucli Can-iage, the 
Sum of Sixpence. ' 

For Four or more Horaea or any Beasts of Drauglit drawing any Waggon, 20 
Wain, or other Carriage' of Burden witli Four Wheels, the Sum of Eleven- 
pence. 

For Three or fewer Horses or other Beasts of Draught drawing any Waggon. 
Wain, or other Carriage of Burden with Four Wheels, tho .Sum of Six- 
pence. 30 

For Two or more Horses or other Beasts of Draught drawing any Waggon, 
Wain, Cart, Car, or other Carriage of Burden with Two Wheels, the Sum 
of Foul'pence. 

For One Horae or othei- Eeaat of Draught dmwing any Waggon, Wain, 
Cart, Oar, or other Carriage of Bui-den with Two Wlicels, the Sum of 35 
Twopence. 

For eveiy Passenger passing over the said Bridge, the Sum of One Half- 
penny for each and every Time of passing, except such Person or Persons 
as shaU he driven in any Coach, Chariot, Berlin,, Chaise, Chaii-, or Calash, 
and the Driver or Drivei-s thereof, and the Footman or Footmen, 40 
Servant or Servants thereof, standing behind the same, and except the 
Driver or Drivers of any Cart, Car, or Waggon, and any Person riding 
on any- Horse, Mule, or Ass.
